7. That I documented my work in a research paper entitled "A New Drifting Reduction 
for Transcoding MPEG Video" which is attached hereto as exhibit A and which was 
prepared prior to May 1 1 , 2001 ; 

8. That this paper was generated for internal corporate use and has never been 
published outside of my employer, who is the assignee of the present invention; 

9. That this paper discloses the results of my computer implementation; 

1 0. That although this paper refers to the computer implementation of the invention as 
a "simulation", the computer implementation is in fact a fully viable realization of an 
embodiment of the inventions described in my patent application; 

11. That this paper was attached to the invention disclosure that I submitted to my 
employer prior to May 1 1 , 2001 ; 

12. That the invention disclosure as submitted was witnessed by two co-workers prior 
to May 11,2001; 

13. That Exhibit B, attached hereto, is a copy of the first page of the invention 
disclosure that was submitted for this invention; 

14. That Exhibit B bears the date stamps of a patent attorney (Ronald C. Card) and a 
paralegal (Carla Krueger) who work in my employer's intellectual property 
department indicating the dates that they respectively received the invention 
disclosure; 

1 5. That both dates of the date stamps of Exhibit B are prior to May 1 1 , 2001 ; 

16. That both dates of the date stamps of Exhibit B have been removed; 

1 7. That this invention disclosure resulted in the filing of the above patent application;
